Pou ſhall well vnderſtand my well beloued ſchollers, 
that as God is the authoz of all gavneſſc,ſo is it requiſite 
that in all traditions and Pozall pzeceptes we begin firſts 
to conũder ot him, to regard his mateſtie,and ſearch the ſo⸗ 
ueraigno poyntes of his Godhead. The Yeathen Philoſo⸗ 
phers (although they had not the light to vnderſtand per⸗ 
fect trueth) were yet all or them aſtonyed at the intompꝛe⸗ 
henũble maieſty and power of God, ſome of them thought 
the ayꝛe to be God, ſome other the earth, ſome the infinites 
neſſe of things, ſome one thing, ſome another, whole opi⸗ 
nions J ſhall paſſe oner as thinges vnmeete to be much 
thought ot, but by the wap, the opinion of Plato is not vn- 
woꝛtby here to bee recited vnto vou, who taught plainely 
that god was omnipotent, by whom the woꝛld was made, 
and al thinges therein created and bꝛought vnto ſuch per⸗ 
lection as they be in. Jenophon affirmed that the true God 
was inuiſible, and that therefoze we ought not enquire 
what oꝛ what maner of thing God is. Ariſto the Stotcke, 
aàtfirmed lykewyſe that God was incompꝛebenſible. To 
conclude, Smonides being demaunded what God was, re⸗

ways craued further time. Truly to leaue e 
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| nions and to tome vnto the very toucheſfone I thinks it 


not amiſle if we content our ſelues fo thinke that God is 
omnipotent, and yet his power vnſearchable, and his god⸗ 
nes vnſpeakable. And to be bꝛiefe, J wil deliuer vnto you 
the ſumme ok pour dutpes in foure Chapters, the firſt cha⸗ 
piter ſhalbe of God and his miniſters, the ſecond of the 
Aing and his Dfficers,the third ſhall conteyne the duties 
that you owe vnto pour Countrey and the Elders thereof, 
and laſtly vou ſhalbe put in remembꝛaunte of your dutyes 
towardes pour Parentes, and what you ougbt to be of 
pour ſelues. In theſe foure chapters J truſt (by Gods help) 
to enclude as much as ſhalbe neceſſary foz the perfect go - 

Phylomus. Sir wee beſech you that faz as muchas this 
oꝛder of teaching is both very compendious, & alſo much 


different from the lectures which haue bene redde vnto vs, 


vou will therefoꝛe vouchſafe to ſtand ſomwhat the moze 
vppon cuery point, to the end, that aſwell your meaning 
may be perſpicuous, as alſo that we may the better bears 


aàwap the ſame, and not onelp learne it without the boke, 


but alſo engraue it in our mindes. 

Gzomaticus. Pour requeſt is reaſonable, and it ſhalbe 
by mee as readply graunted, as it hath bene by you neceſſa⸗ 
rilp required, Pour firſt chapter and leſlon ſhall then be, 
that in all your actions you haue an eſpeciall exe and re⸗ 
gard ta almighty God, and in that conſideration J com⸗ 
mend vnto pour memoꝛp, ſirſt God himſelfe, and ſeconda⸗ 
rily his miniſters. As touching pour duties vnto God him 
ſelf, although they be infinite, vet ſhall we ſufficiently con⸗ 
teine them in thꝛee eſpectall poynts to be perfourmed:that 
is to ſap, Feare, Lowe, t Truſt. And firſt to begin with feare, 
it ſhalbe neceſlarp and aboue all thinges pour bounden 
duty, to feare God and his omnipoten power. Linus that 


àuncient Poet wꝛpteth, that with God all thinges are ea⸗ 


ſie to he atcompliſhed and nothing is vnpoſſible, 7uyy in 
182 3 * bys 
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his Oꝛation Pro Roſcro amerimo ſaith, that the commodityes 
which wee ble, the light which we enioy, and the bꝛeath 
which we haue and dꝛawe, are giuen and beſtowed vppon 
vs by Ood: then if with Gad all thinges be poſſible(acco2s 
ding to Linus) he is to be feared, ſithens the leaſt part of his 
diſpleaſure being pzoncked,the greateſt part of his will is 
to him right eaſie to accompliſh:and if we haue our light, 
eur lyfe, and all commodities of his gift (as ( cero affir- 
meth)then is ha to be feared, leaſt with the facillitp of his 
omnipotency he take away as faſt as he gaue, oz turns 
light into darknes, life into death, and cõmodities info difs 
cdmodities. J might recite vou many heathen authoꝛities, 
but it is moſt nerdleſſe, ſince Þ very woꝛd of God himſelf, is 
molt plaine in this behalfe, and pet J haue here ſet downe 
theſe fewe,becauſe they are not repugnant to holy Scrip⸗ 
fures, Wee finde wꝛitten in the rr. chapter of Exodus, that 
God is a Felous God, and doth viſit the ſinnes ofthe Ta⸗ 
thers vppon the childꝛen vnto the third and fourth genera⸗ 
tion. Feare him then for he is moſt mightie. Againe: who ſhall 
defend me(ſaith the Pſalmilt) until thine anger be paſte 
Feare God then, ſinte againſt his power no defence pꝛeuap⸗ 
leth. Again, both the heauens and the earth obay the voice 
* — mouth, Feare him then for al thinges are ſubiect vnto his 
mighty power. 

And yet with this feare you muff alſo iopne loue, fo: it 
it not with God as it is with Pzinces of the woꝛlde, which 


to make themſelues feared do become Tyꝛantes, but the Loue 
godnes of almighty God is ſuch, that he deſireth no leſſe God. 


to be loued, then he deſerueth to be feared, and though his 
might and power be vniuerſall, and therewithall his Jes 
louſie great, and his diſpleaſure ſon pꝛouoked, pet deligh⸗ 
teth he not in the diſtrutt ion ol mankind, but rather that 
Aa Auer ſhould turne from his witkednes and liue. 7 
in his {cond boke de legibus ſaith, that God being Loꝛd of 
al ie doth deſerue beit * — ,bicauſche mon 
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what enery man is, and with what deuetion he wozlhip 4 
peth the Gods, and kepeth an accompt aſwell ofthe god 


as the badde: whereby appeareth that the heathen confeſs 


ſed yet that the Gods were to be loned, bycauſe they carey 
fazmankind,and truly that opinion is neither cotrary to 
Gods woꝛd, noꝛ diſſonant to nafurall reaſon. Foz wee ſeg 
by common experience that we loue them beſt of whom 
we are molt fauoured, ę haue receiued greateſt benefits, 
F ueane hereby thoſe that rule their doinges by reaſon,foz 
other wyſe wer ſe dayly wicked men, which (foꝛgetting 
their duty) do lead loue wher they haue moſt cauſe. hen 
J my ſelle was a ſcholler in the Nniuerſity, J remember 
that J did often tymes defend in Scholes this pꝛopoſition. 
Ingratitudo( tam verſus Deos inmmortales quam apud homines} 


peccatum maximum. Angratitude is the greateſt faulte that 


may be either towards god 02 man. Let vs cdſider the god 


nes of almighty God, who firſt created vs to his owne Jo 


mage and ſimilifude,indued vs with reaſon and knows 
ledge, pꝛeſerued vs from innumerable perilles, and p2onts 


died thinges neceſſarp fo; our ſuſtentatian, and to conſider 
anoze inwardly the exceeding lone which he bare towardes 


mankinde, he ſpared not his oncly begotten Bonne, but 
gauehim{cuen vnto the death of the crofſe) foz our redems 


ption . Dh what minde were able to tonceaue, oz what 


tongne able to vtter the lone and godnes of almighty God 
towardes mankinde: and ſince his loue towardes vs,hafh 
bene and yet doth continue inſtnite, our lone ſhould alſo be 
infinite, to render him thanks fo2 his godnes. But though 
the cauſes be infnite which might bind vs fo lone GDD, 
vet is there no cauſe greater then the manifolde mercyes 
which he hach che wed alwayes to mankind. In thefirff 
age when iniquity kindled his wꝛath to veſfroy the whole 
world, he vet vouchlated to pꝛeſerue Noc and his family, 
Laue him thus ſince he pꝛeſerueth the god, though it be but 
foz his mercpes ſake, When the people of ae en

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him af ſundzy times, he did yet at euery ubmilllon ſlap 
dis hand from puniſhment, Lowe God then ſince he is ready 
to foꝛgiue, and though he pꝛonounceth his Jelouſie in the 
twentith of Exodus ſaying, that he viſiteth the ſinns of the 
Fathers vppon the childzen, vnto the third and fourth ge⸗ 
neration, pet ther withal he addeth, that he ſhewelh mercy. 
vnto thouſandes in them that loue him and keepe his com⸗ 
maundementes, Loue him then ſince his merty is ouer all 
bis wozks, To conclude, when his vnſearchable Paieſtie 
by his diuine fozeſight did percepue, that by the very ſen⸗ 
tente ot the Lawe we ſtode all in ſtate of cenvemnation, 
he ſent down his owne and only Sonne, to be flaundered, 
buffefed, and cruciſied foꝛ our unnes, to the ende that alt 
which beleene in him, ſhould not periſh but haue lfic euer⸗ 
laſting. Loue od then ſince merey is abotindant with hun, 
And he ſhall redeeme Vaell from all his iniquities. 


And heere vnto this feare and lone vou muſt iopne a ſure Tru 


trult and confidence. The pꝛomiſes of moꝛtall men are ofs 
ten times vntertaine, and do fayle, but the pꝛomiſes ofthe 
Almighty are vnfallible. For the wordes of bis manth returne 
not voydaxd without effect. Tulh in his offices doth vſe great 
arte in declaration what ſoztes of pꝛomiſes are to be ob- 
ſerued, and which may be bzoken, But the dinine pꝛoui⸗ 
dence and fo2cſight doth pꝛomiſe nothing but that which 
he will moſt aſſuredly perfozme. When he pꝛomiſed vnto 
eAbraha» that S his wyfe ſhould beare him a childe. 
Sara laughed bycanſe ſhe was then foure ſcoze 4 tenyercs 
olde, but the almighty remembzed his covenant . 7Tr»f in 
bm then fo2 his woꝛds ſhall neuer fayle, When he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed Ayyſes to conduct his people thꝛough the deſertes, they 
began to doubt and murmure, ſaping: would Gad that we 
had dyed in the land of Apt oz in this wilderneſſe ec. 
and the loꝛd was angrx. but yet remembzing bis pꝛomiſe, 
at the humble pe tit ion of ¶Meyſer he perfourmed it.

to be honoured:Cuen ſo is hee alſo to bee obaped in all ſe⸗ 
culer conſtitutions and pollitike pꝛouiſions.

thoꝛitie is fro god, t as this obedience dependeth vpon the 
honour where with ve ſhall regerence the King as Gods 
lieutenant, ſo muſt you alſo iopne therunto an vnfapned 
loue, fo2 as almightye God is to be loned becauſe hee is 
mercifull: ſo the Ring beeing apoynted by God muſte be 
loued bycauſe he is thy pꝛetectoꝛ heere on earth. Sl 
ſayth, that the kings indignation is the meſſenger ok death. 
whereby J would frame myne argument from the con⸗ 


trarye, that hee is to be loued, leaſt his indignation being 


iuſtly kindled, thou bee not able to beare it. Next vnto 
the king we are to conſider the Magiſtrates which are ap⸗ 


poynted foꝛ adminiſtration of iuſtice, and pollityke gouer⸗ 


ment: theſe Pagiſkrates muſt alſo bee honoured obeped, x 
ioued:honoꝛed becauſe they are 8̊ ſubſtituts ofp king vnto 
whom all honour (on earth) appertepneth, obeyed becauſe 
theyꝛ office is appointed by the kings aucthoꝛitie, and los 
ned becauſe they are the graue and expert perſonages, 
which deuiſe lawes and conſtitutions foꝛ continuaunce of 

peace and tranquillitie. The apoſtle Paule in his xiii.chap- 
ter of his Epiſtle to the Ramaines, teacheth plapnelp, that 
Kulers beare not the ſwo2de in vaine, ſaying: Let exerie 


Paule be ſubjefF unto the higher powers, for there ts no power but 


of Gad. Asgaine, the ruler (ſayth he) doth not beare the ſworde 


in c inc. Wherefoze you mult needes be ſubiect, not onelye 


fo2 keare, but allo fo2 conſcience.” And Sanck Peter in hys 
tv Epiſtle and the ſeconde chapiter, doth ſufficientlie 
teach

teach vs this point, ſaying: Submit your ſelfe vnto all manner 
ordinaunce of man for the Lordes ſake, whether it bee vnto the 
kms as hauing the prehemmence,or unto the rulers as unto them 
that are ſent of him for the puniſhnent of euill dooers, bi t for the 
laude of them that do well. Mhereby appeareth, that the 
magiſtrates are not onely to be feared, becauſe they pu⸗ 
nyſh offenders, but alſo to be lened becauſe they cheriſh the 
verteous: and foz concluſion of this poynt,if you deſire to 
be good men, then learne to perfozme duety towardes all 
ragiſtrates. As Sophocles, well ſapde, it becommeth a good 
man to haue due reſpett vnto all magiſtrates. I might nowe 
take pour Parentes in hande, ſoz the next pointe of pour 
enſtruction but J will firſt touch the duety which pou owe 
vnto pour countrpe, and that is conteyned alſo in thꝛee 
eſpecial pointes: that is to ſape, in 7harkefwineſſe, Defence, 
and Proſſir. And as ingratitude is the moſt heinous offence 
agaiuſt God, ſo haue J taught vou that it is the greateſt 
faulte in humayne actions, amongſt the which if ſheweth 
it ſelfe no way moze vntollerable, then if you ſhoulde haps 
pen to bee vnthankefull vnto your country. Tu in his 
offices ſapth, that wee are not boꝛne onely foꝛ our owne 
perticuler cauſe oz-pzofit, but parte (ſapth he) our cuntrey 
challengeth, parte dur Narentes think due vnto them, ann 
our friendes dught lpkewiſe fo eniope ſome parte of our 
trauailes. There are dyuers Philoſophers, whiche mayn ; 
teyne in argument that all cuntryes are fre foz a noble 
mynde, and Jagre thereunto, but pet thereby they cons 
clude not, that a noble minde by chuſing a new cuntrey to 
enhabit, maye lawfully foꝛgett the cuntrey wherein hee 
was natiue.Zopirus is condempnedin all hiſtoꝛies, foꝛ the 
vuthankekulnes he vſed in betraping his cuntrep. The 
truth of the Tropan hiſtoꝛie accuſeth Æ ue, Autenar, s 
tertepne others, as moſt vnthankefull traytozs to they 
cuntrey.Cillicon foꝝ betraying of Miletus Laſchenes fog do- 
Untring of Olinthus, Nilo fog ſelling of 3 Apolloni- 
i. ge 
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ur koꝛ neglecting of his charge in Sone, are generally no⸗ 
ted with the names ol vnthankeful and vntruſtie traytozs 
to thepꝛ cuntreyes;ſo that you muſt alwapes remember 
to become thankefull to your cuntrey, and myndefull to 
maynteyne the honoꝛ of the ſame, leaſt neglecting your 
dueties in that behalfe, you deſerue the opꝛobꝛious names 
of traytoꝛs, which are odius toGod and man, You muſte 
alſo ſparc no peril o2 trauaile to defende the ſame,foz your 
countrey challengeth not onely that you be thankfull vn⸗ 
to the ſoyle which hath bꝛedde pou, but furder alſo, that 
vou defonde the ſtate, wherein vou haue bene nouriſhed. 
Tully, in his Tuſculanes queſtions recyteth one Laſcena. 
who when he reteiued tydings o his ſounes death, whom 
he had lent into the warres in defence. of hys cauntrep, 
anſwered: therefoze did J beget him guoch hee) that bee 
might be ſuch an one, as woulde not doubt ta dye foꝛz hys 
tountrey. In his boke entytuled the dzeame of Sp:ohe al 
firmeth that there is a certaine place appointed aud oꝛdei⸗ 
ned in heauen, foꝛ all ſuch as defeude their countrey. Ex7-- 
pides warneth that we ſhoulde neuer bee wearpe in thoſe 
trauailes, which tende to the reſtitution oz defence of our 
kduntrep. Platoes opinion was, that wee are moꝛe bound 
to defend aur count rep, then aur own darents. Lie argu⸗ 
mentes haue beene defended by manphplotophers, ſap⸗ 
ing, that although thy Parentes and pꝛaper family be 
ouerth:zowne,vct the common welth af thy cuntrey Faw 
ding) thau mayſt floꝛiſhe and ryſe againe: but the ſtate ot 
thy countrey being ouerthꝛowne, both thou and: thy Pa- 
rentes muſt ipkewiſe come to vtter ſabuertion. Then as 
thou ſhalt fynde it thy bounden duety ta bonoꝛ thy country 
with all gratitude, and to defende it with all thy power, ſo 
muſt thou like wiſe endeuoꝛ thy ſelte tobe pꝛoſitabie to the 
ſame:whereef many notable examples might be reherſed. 
Ka 22x. 7 1 1 1 he had by nene dülligence aud trauaple 
due

| reduced the Spartanes vnto cynillytie, by ſundꝛie holſe me 
lawes and pollityke conflitutions, and that they began to 
murmure, ſaping: that his lawes were vntollerable, hee 
feyned that he woulde go to Dey har, to tonſulte with the 
Ood Apollo, whether his lawes were to be obſerued oz 
not pꝛomiſing to abide his ſentence, requir ing no moꝛe 
of the Lacedemoniunes, but to ſweare Þ they would obſerue 
thoſe lawes vntill his retourne: which when they had ſo⸗ 
lemly ſwozne,toke histurney without entente to returne 
home againe, and o2deyned befoze his death, to be encloſed 
in a great cheeſt of Lead, and ſo tobe thzowen into the ſea, 
to the ende that hee neuer retourning , the Laucede- 
mom might be bound by theyz othe to continue the ex- 
erciſe ofhis p2ofitable lawes, ſuche care te had to become 
pꝛofitable vnto his countrey. Curtius the Romayne, when 
there apeared a greate gulfe in the market place, whiche 
could by no meanes be ſtopped, and anſwere was geeuen 
from the Oꝛacle, that it was onely to bee ſtopped by that 
which was of moſte woꝛth vnto the citye of Rome, he dee⸗ 
ming that the cittie had nothing fo pꝛeticus, as ſtaute x 
valpant men, armed him ſelfe, and leapte into the Gulfe, 
which ſtopped immediatly: declaring thereby, howe lyght 
men ouaht to eſteeme theire life, when as the ſame maye 
velde pꝛofitte oꝛ commoditie to they2 countrey. ¶Alenoci- 
ur, the Donne of Cyæon, rełuſed not voluntary death, when 
he vnder ſtode that the ſame might redeeme the citye of 
| Thebes from vtter ſubuerſion. J miaht trouble you with 
infinite ſtozies to pꝛoue this pꝛopoſition, but let theſe few 
ſuffice, and in pour countrie haue allways eſpeciall re⸗ 
| ſpecte to the elders, to whom vou mut alſo perfozme thzee 
ſeuer all deuties: that is, Reverence, Loue, and Defence.

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fo;tfof his company ,7/aro, in his nynth dyalogne of lawes 
and conſtitucions doth thus pꝛopound: al men muſt grant

will lyue o2derly : fo2 it is abhominable( ſayth he) that an 
olde man ſhoulde geue place vnto an young man, and 
the Gods them ſelues do hate it, ſince pouth ought with 
paciente mynde to beare euen the ſtrypes of their el⸗ 
ders, You ſhal alſo loue them, becauſe of them you may 
learne good pzeceptes, and of them you may be bolde to 
aſke councell: foz as Euripides, in his tragedy called h- 
niſſæ, doth teache, pꝛudence will not be gotten with fewe 
dapes ſeeking foz, and the apoſtles teach vs our deuty dy⸗ 
rectly in that behalf, who oꝛdeyned amongſt them elders 
in euery congregation,. to vecybe all matters in contro⸗ 
ucrſie, of whome they were reſolued of all doubtes in con⸗ 
ſcience. at ſhal alſo becom yu to defend the elders from al 
byolence and outrage, ſince it is a thing as comly and co⸗ 
mendable to defende the weake, as it is gloꝛious and try⸗ 
umphant to ouercome the mightie: whereof J myght re⸗ 
cite many famous examples out of the Romain hiſtoꝛies, 
but J will partlie include the ſame in the dueties which 
vou owe vnto pour Parentes,which are alſo, Honor, Loue, 
and Re/:efe.And of the firſt parte, although might bꝛing 
in ſundzy woꝛthy examples, vet becauſe the caſe is of it ſelf 
familiar, J wil be bꝛiefe, and vſe no other perſuation then 
the expꝛeſſe commanndement of God, who biddeth you to 
honoꝛ pour Father and other, that your dayes maye bee 
long in the land which the Loꝛd your godhath giuen vou. 
And Sainct Paule, in the ſixt chapiter of his Epiſtle to the 
Epheſians ſapth. Chyldꝛen obay your Parents in the Lo2d, 
fo that is right and wellpleaſing to the Loꝛde. As he teſti⸗ 
fieth in the thirde chapiter to the (le ſianes, you ſhall leye 
them alſo becauſe vou are engendꝛed of their owne lleſhe 
t bloud, as alſo un ſnap not fozget your Pothers paines 

in 
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in bearing of you , you muſte alwates medifafe in your 
minde, fyꝛſt the cares which they haue had to pꝛeſerue you 
from bodily perils in the cradell, from daunger of damp⸗ 
nation by Godly education, from neede and hunger by ads 
miniſtring things neteſſarie, and from vtter deſtruction 
by vigillant foꝛeſight æ Godly care: all theſe with infinit 
other things conſidered, you ſhall finde pour ſelues boun⸗ 
den bp manpfolde occaſions to lone pour Parentes, and fo 
be aſſiſkant'vnto them in the neceſſities of their age, Foz 
well ſayd that Poet, which affirmed that childꝛen were 
tenderly ſwadled in their cradels, to the ende they mighte 
ſuſteyne their aged Parentes and ſupplie their wantes. 
Peruelous is the nature of the Stozke, which fredeth the 
damme in age, of whom it ſelfe reteiued nouriture beeing 
young in the neaſt. 7h in his boke of the anſwers of ſoth⸗ 
ſayers ſapth, that nature in the beginning hath made an 
accoꝛd betweene vs and our Parents, ſo that it were dam⸗ 
nable not to cheriſh them. And to conclude, ther is nothing 
that can woꝛſe become a comon welth, then to ſe p youth 
Aozith in 2oſpcrity which ſuffer their parents to periſh foz 
lack of any cõmodity. Now that J haue rehearſed vnto yon 
aſmuche as J thinke requiſit, fo2 the enſtruction of your 
dueties, fyꝛſt towardes god, and his miniſters, nert to the 
Byng and his Pagiſtrates, thirdely to your countrep and 
the Elders thereof and laſtiy towardes pour Parentes: 
it ſhall not be amiſſe that you remenber of your ſelfe how 
you are the Temple of God,keepe pour ſelues holy there- 
foꝛe in your conuerſation, and vndefiled, ſoꝛ if our ſauiour 
Chꝛiſt did rigozouſly rebuke and expell the buyers a ſellers 
out of the outward Temple, go muche moꝛe will her pus 
miſhe them which pollute and defile the in warde Temple 
of their bodies, and geue ouer their delight to concupiſcence 
and vanities: thus may vou foz bzeuitie remember (hat
